Kassos  indicated  that  the  passage  of 
legislation  would  represent  a  major  break- 
through in  how  planning  and  development 
activity  would  be  accomplished  in  the  state.

Act  and  will  be  discussing  the  details  of  the 
proposal  at  the  December  meeting  of  the 
Council  in  order  to  formulate  a  position.  He 
also  indicated  that  the  1000  Friends  plans  to 
initiate  a  public  information  program  and 
will  hold  regional  informational  meetings  to 
acquaint  local  offtJ^^j^^tNf  r?wl^i€f^n^H.e 
Massachusetts  PranningQ^(|ll|B^yi^pment 
Act.

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Crane  Receives  NEARC  Award 

OCPC  Executive  Director  Daniel  M.  Crane  was  recently 
presented  with  the  Outstanding  Executive  Director 
Award  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Regional  Coun- 
cils at  their  Annual  Meeting  in  Portsmouth,  N.H.  The 
award  is  given  annually  to  the  Executive  Director  of  one  of 
the  fifty  two  regional  councils  in  New  England  who  has 
contributed  the  most  in  advancing  the  cause  of  Regional- 
ism and  in  recognition  of  outstanding  and  dedicated  ser- 
vice to  the  regional  organization. 

In  presenting  the  award  to  Crane,  Mr.  Steven  Boudreau, 
Vice  Chairman  of  NEARC  and  Chairman  of  the  Northern 
Milddlesex  Regional  Council  of  Governments  cited  Dan 
Crane's  contribution  in  helping  to  establish  the  Massa- 
chutts  Association  of  Regional  Councils,  his  accomplish- 
ments at  Old  Colony  Planning  Council;  and,  his  contribu- 
tion at  the  national  level  through  his  participation  in  the 
National  Association  of  Regional  Councils  and  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Development  Organizations. 

Avon/Brockton  Water  Project  Completed 

In  early  November,  officials  from  Avon,  Brockton,  the 
state  DEP  and  OCPC  gathered  to  inspect  detention  pond 
improvements  protecting  surface  Wfeiter  flows  from  the 
Avon  Industrial  Park  to  Brockton's  Avon  Reservoir.  John 
J.  DeMarco,  Chairman  of  the  Avon  Board  of  Selectmen 
noted  the  contribution  of  recently  retired  Brockton  Pub- 
lic Works  Commissioner,  Maynard  Specklin  and  Water 
Conservation  Officer  Anne  McCormack  in  co-sponsoring 
the  project.  DeMarco  cited  this  as  an  example  of  what 
communities  can  accomplish  in  working  cooperatively  us- 
ing a  regional  approach.  The  detention  pond  improve- 
ments were  accomplished  with  $60,000  of  U.S.  EPA  grant 
funds  administered  by  DEP.  Camp  Dresser  and  McKee 
were  the  project  engineers  and  G.  M.  Berkley  Corp.  of 
Falmouth,  Ma.  was  the  contractor  for  the  project.  OCPC 
staff  members,  Jim  Watson  and  Bruce  Hughes  were 
involved  in  all  phases  of  the  project  and  saw  it  through  to 
successful  completion. 


Revised  Title  V  Regulation 
ImplementationDelayed 

The  Mass  DEP  has  completed  and  released  revi- 
sions to  the  State  Environmental  Code,  Title  V  but 
has  delayed  implementation  of  the  regulations 
pending  further  study.  Strong  negative  reaction 
to  the  initial  proposal  expressed  during  the  public 
comment  period  has  led  to  extensive  revisions  by 
DEP  that  should  gain  more  acceptance  by  the  gen- 
eral public.  Proposed  changes  to  Title  V  include: 
additional  protection  for  environmentally  sensi- 
tive areas;  expanded  inspection  and  maintenance 
schedules;  use  of  alternative  and  innovative  treat- 
ment technology;  use  of  common  septic  systems 
by  multiple  users;  and,  modifying  the  require- 
ments for  site  suitability  evaluations.  Revisions  to 
the  State  Environmental  Code  are  aimed  at 
increasing  the  protection  of  the  Commonwealth's 
surface  and  ground  water  resources  through 
improved  on  site  disposal  practices. 

Council  Helps  Shape  Model  Surface 
WaterBylaw 

Over  the  past  year  OCPC  staff  helped  to  draft  a 
Model  Surface  Water  Supply  Protection  ByLaw  on 
a  Taskforce  chaired  by  the  MWRA.    in  setting 
jurisdictional  dimensions  the  Council  stressed  the 
need  to  include  all  paved  development  whose  run 


off  is  piped  to  a  stream,  since  piped  drainage  systems 
quickly  carry  any  contaminants  to  the  receiving  stream 
watercourse.  The  objective  of  the  by-law  is  to  protect 
surface  water  supplies  by  regulating  proposed  potential 
hazardous  uses. 

OCPC  Surveys  Halifax  Water  Resource  Areas. 

The  Council  has  essentially  completed  a  detailed  land  use 
survey  of  the  town  of  Halifax's  Public  water  supply  well 
recharge  areas.  The  intent  of  this  project  is  to  protect 
water  resources  by  identifying  any  existing  hazardous 
uses  and  developing  appropriate  regulations.  The  effort 
complements  the  town's  proposed  Aquifer  and  Well  Pro- 
tection Zoning  Bylaw  that  would  regulate  proposed 
uses.  The  program  is  funded  by  the  State  DEP's  Ground- 
water Protection  program. 

OEDP  Committee  Explores  Financing 

Land  Bank  and  Mass.  Development  Corp.  officials  re- 
viewed financing  opportunities  with  the  Council's  OEDP 
Committee.  At  the  Oct.  and  Nov.  meetings  of  the 
Overall  Economic  Development  Committee,  Joan 
McCallion  of  the  Mass.  Government  Land  Bank  and  Paul 
Dever  of  the  Mass.  Business  Development  Corp. 
explained  their  financial  credit  resources  and  programs 
which  support  economic  development.  The  meetings 
are  part  of  a  series  exploring  credit  issues  in  order  to 
develop  a  U.  S.  Economic  Development  Administration 
(EDA)  Revolving  Loan  Fund  Program  for  the  region.

INSPECTOR  GENERAL  FEA  TURED  SPEAKER  A  T  OCPC  ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  featured  speaker  at  the  OCPC  Annual  Meeting  was  the  Inspector 
General  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Robert  A.  Cerasoli.  Mr. 
Cerasoli  outlined  his  responsibilities  as  Inspector  General  indicating  that  his 
srnall  offiCs  cr  liss  tiian  tnirty  pecpic  hns  lri£  rc-sponssb:tity  cf  performing  a 
watchdog  service  on  all  activities  and  agencies  of  the  Commonwealth.  The 
office  of  the  Inspector  General  basically  looks  for  waste  and  inefficiency  in 
Governmentoperationsand  howto  save  the  taxpayers  money. 

The  awesome  size  of  the  task  confronting  the  Inspector  General  was  evident 
from  the  examples  of  some  of  the  projects  that  are  currently  being  monitored 
by  his  office  such  as  the  construction  of  the  Central  Artery/Harbor  Tunnel 
Project  and  the  Boston  Harbor  Cleanup  by  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources 
Authority.  The  cost  of  these  two  projects  will  amount  to  the  expenditure  of 
more  money  than  has  been  expended  by  the  Commonwealth  on  Public  Works 
since  1642. 

The  Inspector  General  also  cited  the  growth  in  the  number  of  people 
employed  in  the  State  since  1975,  growing  from  a  level  of  approximately 
30,000  to  60,000  today.  These  figures  do  not  include  approximately  40,000 
people  employed  by  agencies  and  organizations  contracting  with  the  State, 
but  dependent  upon  State  funds.  Mr.  Cerasoli  said  that  these  organizations 
are  not  subject  to  oversight  by  his  office. 

Prior  to  his  appointmentas  Inspector  General,  Mr.  Cerasoli  served  for  sixteen 
years  as  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  from  the  Third  Norfolk 
District  which  includes  constituents  from  Weymouth  and  Quincy,  MA, 


REGIONALISM  FORUM  SERIES  COMPLETED 

The  Regionalism  Forums  sponsored  by  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  the 
Martin  Institute  of  Stonehill  College  and  the  McCormack  Institute  of  UMass, 
Boston  were  brought  to  a  dose  with  a  panei  discusi>ion  on  iviay  11  ih  vjhia-i 
highlighted  the  topic  "Regionalism:  Where  are  we  going?"  The  three  forums 
in  the  series  examined  various  issues  and  opportunities  concerning  inter 
local  cooperation  and  attempted  to  speculate  where  these  might  be  leading 
to  in  the  future. 

The  third  forum  featured  presentations  by  representative  Douglas  Petersen, 
Chair  of  the  House  Committee  on  Regionalism  and  Mr.  Mark  Siegenthaler, 
Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Planning  and  Regionalism  of  the  Executive  Office  o  f 
Communities  and  Development.  The  perspectives  from  these  State  officials 
were  responded  to  by  a  panel  of  local  officials  which  included:  Mayor  Judith 
Robbins  of  Attleboro;  Mayor  Winthrop  H.  Farwell,  Jr.  of  Brockton;  John  J. 
De  Marco,  Chairman,  Board  of  Selectmen  in  the  Town  of  Avon;  and  John  F. 
Healey,  Town  Manager,  Town  of  Middleboro. 

The  three  forums  made  dear  that  there  is  a  need  for  some  form  of  mid  level 
governmental  structure  that  would  enable  local  communities  to  work  to- 
gether and  deal  effectively  with  areawide  problems.  Rep.  Petersen  indicated 
in  his  remarks  that  under  the  present  system  of  advisory  Regional  Planning 
Agendes  and    ineffectible  County  Governments  the  interests  of  local 
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communities  are  not  being  well  served.  He  indicated  that  his  committee  is  considering  a  number  of  alternative  models 
for  Regional  Governance  that  local  communities  in  a  region  could  consider  by  placing  the  issue  before  the  voters.  The 
local  community  panelists  felt  that  under  any  new  system,  the  Planning  Function  was  essential. 

The  consensus  of  the  forum  steering  committee  is  that  the  forums  served  to  provide  important  information  to  the 
public  and  to  local  elected  officials  on  this  important  topic  and  that  they  should  be  continued. 


DEP  TO  FUND  OCPC  GROUNDWATER  PROTECTION  PROGRAM 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  was  notified  by  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  that  it  will  receive 
a  grant  of  $35,000to  fund  a  wellhead  and  watershed  protec- 
tion program  and  to  support  Council  activities  in  interim  wa- 
ter supply  planning.  A  similar  proposal  by  the  council  was 
not  ftindcd  by  F^EP  l»?_st  year  tH-?  Council  cibicy^^ 
provide  an  adequate  level  of  assistance  to  member  commu^f 
ties  interested  in  protectinggroundwater  supplies.  ^ 
The  Council  proposes  to  work  with  groups  of  communities 
who  share  water  sources  to  coordinate  and  protect  these 
sources  through  the  adoption  of  land  use  and  water  resource 
regulations.  Examples  of  where  activities  could  be  directed 
include:  The  Trout  Brook  Aquifer  shared  by  Avon  and  Hol- 
brook;the  Poor  Meadow  Brook  shared  by  East  Bridgewater, 
Halifax  and  Hanson;  continuingefforts  with  the  communities 
bordering  Silver  Lake  to  expand  existing  bylaws  to  protect 
local  supplies  and  ground  water  movingtoward  the  lake;  and, 
assisting  communities  with  underground  storage  tank  regu- 
lations. 

The  Grant  Funds  will  also  enable  the  Council  to  work  with 
local  water  officials  and  others  to  identify  and  work  toward 
the  resolution  of  constraints  on  sharing  water  resources 
among  communities  in  the  short  term  and  working  on  the 
long  term  water  supply  issues  that  confront  many  OCPC 
communities.  The  Council  was  pleased  to  have  received  many 
letters  of  support  from  its  member  communities  which  was 
very  helpful  in  obtaining  protection.  Only  seven  grants  were 
awarded  statewide  by  DEP  for  a  total  amount  of  $263,667. 


MASSASOn  COMPACT  TO  DEVELOP  ECONOMIC  STKATEGY  FOR SE MASS 

The  Massasoit  Compact  is  made  up  of  several  economic 
development  organizations  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts  who 
saw  tiie  need  for  developing  a  comprehensive  coordinated 
vision  for  the  region's  future  development  and  have  joined 
MMgiiicr  to  craft  a  development  strntcg).  Tl.e  t;rganlzationb 
^Vde:  OCPC;  SERPED;  PCDC;  SE  Mass  Partnership;  and, 
^Beral  local  development  agencies  representing  Warcham, 
Taunton  and  Attlcboro. 

This  activity  is  consistent  with  the  efforts  at  the  State  level  to 
formulate  a  Statewide  strategy  for  job  creation  and  economic 
growth  as  presented  recently  by  the  Governor,  Lt.  Governor  and 
Secretary  of  Economic  Affairs  in  'Choosing  to  Compete".  The 
statewide  strategy  indicates  that  'Each  region  of  the  State 
should  develop  its  own  vision  of  a  desired  economic  future  and 
the  steps  needed  to  achieve  that  vision'.  It  is  precisely  that  t^pe 
of  strategy  which  the  Massasoit  Compact  proposes  to  achieve  for 
the  SE  Mass .  Area.  I 

The  Compact  participants  are  nearing  the  completion  of  a 
draft  document  which  is  expected  to  be  circulated  shortly 
among  public  and  private  groups  and  organizations  to  gain 
input  and  comment  prior  to  trying  to  achieve  endorsement  of 
the  strategy.  The  Massasoit  Compact  participants  have  been 
assisted  in  their  efforts  by  Dr.  John  Mullin  of  the  Center  For 
Economic  Development  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts  at 
Amherst.  ^

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REGIONAL  TRANSPORTATION 
PLAN  REVIEWED 

A  draft  of  the  Regional  Transportation  Plan 
which  identifies  transportation  project 
needs  for  the  next  twenty-five  years  was 
prepared  by  the  Council  and  presented  at  a 
public  meeting  held  in  the  OCPC  offices  on 
August  19th.  The  plan  was  developed  by 
the  Transportation  staff  of  the  Council  in 
cooperation  with  the  JointTransportation 
Committee  and  is  designed  to:  reduce  con- 
gestion; improve  mobility;  encourage  tran- 
sit and  other  modes  of  transportation; 
preserve  existing  transportation  systems; 
improve  air  quality;  reduce  energy  con- 
sumption; coordinate  land  use  and  trans- 
portation plans;  address  future  needs  and 
projects  in  the  OCPC  region;  and,  develop 
intermodal  facilities. 

The  short  range  componentof  the  Regional 
Transportation  Plan  presents  the  transpor- 
tation strategies/projects  that  will  be 
implemented  by  the  year  2000.  Its  purpose 
is  to  coordinate  the  various  parts  of  the 
transportation  system  (highway,  bus,  rail, 
etc.)  to  achieve  maximum  efficiency  and 
productivity.  The  principal  way  in  which 
the  plan  recommendations  are  translated 
into  action  is  through  the  transportation 
improvement  program  (TIP).  The  TIP  is  a 
list  of  projects  for  which  state  and  federal 
grant  funds  are  to  be  used  and  covers  a 
three  year  period.  The  TIP  for  the  OCPC 
region  will  be  combined  with  similar  docu- 
ments from  the  other  Metropolitan  areas 
into  a  State  Transportation  Implementa- 
tion Program. 

The  plan  was  reviewed  by  the  Council  at 
the  August  meeting  and  is  scheduled  to  be 
formally  adopted  at  the  September  29th 
meeting  of  the  council.  Copies  of  the  plan 
are  availablefor  review  in  member  commu- 
nity city  or  town  halls  or  at  the  OCPC  of- 
fices. Comments  on  the  plan  are  solicited 
and  will  be  received  until  mid-September  at 
the  OCPC  offices.

OCPC  AREA  AGENCY  ON  AGING  ADOPTS  PLAN 
FOR  ELDER  SERVICES 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area  Agency  on  Aging  gave  preliminary 
approval  for  the  Area  plan  for  Elder  Services  for  the  Region  IV-A  area  at  the 
August  meeting  of  the  Council.  The  plan  includes  the  goals  and  objectives 
for  the  program  for  the  fiscal  years  1994-97  and  includes  a  strategy  for 
serving  the  needs  of  elders  in  the  region. 

The  plan  presents  a  blueprint  for  the  Area  Agency  to:  improve  access  to  and 
utilization  of  a  full  range  of  community  based  services  to  assist  elders  in 
remaining  independent;  assure  that  elders  are  protected  through  a  compre- 
hensive advocacy  program;  develop  focal  points  for  elders  to  receive  ser- 
vices; and,  develop  a  method  for  allocating  funds  for  disease  prevention  and 
health  promotion. 

The  Area  Plan  was  prepared  by  the  Council's  Area  Agency  on  Aging  staff  in 
cooperation  with  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  Advisor  y  Committee. 

A  public  hearing  on  the  four  year  area  plan  will  be  held  on  Friday,  September 
10th  from  9:30  to  11:30  A.M.  in  the  Hanson  Council  For  Elder  Affairs  School 
Street  Complex  at  the  intersection  of  Routes  14  and  58  in  the  Town  of 
Hanson.  Seniors,  Elder  Service  Providers  and  the  public  are  invited  to  attend 
and  to  comment  on  the  plan.

Both  Gilmetti  and  Smith  were  long  term 
members  of  the  Council  and  greatly 
contributed  to  its  accomplishments.  Mr. 
Robert  Smith  served  as  President  of  the 
Council  for  two  terms  from  1989  -  1991 
and  as  a  Council  Delegate  from  the  town 
of  East  Bridgewater  for  fourteen  years 
from  1979-1993.  Mr.  Gilmetti  had  served 
as  Council  Delegate  from  the  town  of 
Whitman  for  ten  years  from  1983  to  1993. 

The  Council  extends  a  warm  welcome  to 
the  new  Delegates. 


MBTA  RESPONDS  TO 
OCPC  PROTEST 

The  General  Manager  of  the  MBTA, 
Mr.  John  Haley,  Jr.  responded  to  OCPC 
President  James  A.  Kassos'  letter  pro- 
testing a  proposed  MBTA  assessment 
of  Old  Colony  Communities  for  com- 
muter rail  service.  Kassos  had  regis- 
tered the  OCPC  complaint  upon  learn- 
ing of  a  proposed  House  Budget 
amendment  that  would  have  as- 
sessed Old  Colony  communities  of  Ab- 
ington,  Avon,  Bridgewater ,  Brockton, 
Halifax,  Hanson,  Kingston,  Plymouth 
and  Whitman  for  Old  Colony 


Commuter  rail  service.The  assessment 
proposal  was  subsequently  killed  in 
the  legislative,  but  raised  the  spectre 
of  this  being  attempted  again  in  the 
future. 

Mr.  Haley  indicated  that  the  asses- 
sment proposal  did  not  originate 
within  the  MBTA  and  forwarded  a 
copy  of  the  MBTA  Assessment  Proce- 
dure to  the  OCPC.  Interestingly,  the 
present  Assessment  Procedure  ex- 
pressly excludes  from  MBTA  com- 
muter Rail  Assessment  "new  stations 
builtafterJuly  1,1973". 


President  Kassos  said  that  "there  is  in 
effect  a  current  stated  policy  that  disal- 
lows Old  Colony  communities  from  be- 
ing assessed,  but  local  officials  must  be 
resolute  in  opposing  future  attempts 
to  levy  an  assessment."  In  this  regard, 
Mr.  Frank  Maher,  Executive  Secretary 
for  the  Town  of  Bridgewater  is  coordi- 
nating local  opposition  to  an  MBTA  as- 
sessment for  Old  Colony  Rail  service. 
A  meeting  with  local  officials  has  been 
scheduled  for  Wednesday,  September 
15  at  2:00  p.m.  in  the  Halifax  Town 
Hall.

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LABOR  COSTS  ARE  MAJOR  FACTOR 
IN  EXPANSION 

A  recently  completed  annual  survey  by  Area  Devel- 
opment Magazine  indicates  that  labor  costs  was 
rated  as  the  "most  important"  factor  in  making  site 
selection  decisions.  This  v/as  a  change  from  the  sur- 
veys over  the  last  several  years  when  highway  ac- 
cessibility was  rated  as  the  most  important  loca- 
tional  factor.  Highway  accessibility  dropped  to  the 
fourth  spot  in  this  year's  survey,  superseded  by 
availability  of  long-term  financing  and  availability  of 
skilled  labor.  The  availability  of  long-term  financing 
moved  up  to  second  spot  as  a  critical  site  selection 
factor. 

The  survey  is  an  important  reference  for  local  eco- 
nomic developers  because  it  identifies  the  factors 
which  are  considered  to  be  significant  concerns  to  a 
firm  considering  a  location  in  a  community.  It  is  of 
particular  significance  to  local  communities  this 
year  because  of  the  availability  of  the  State  Eco- 
nomic Development  Incentive  Program  to  assist  lo- 
cal economic  development  efforts.  The  top  ten  Site 
Selection  Factors  in  1 993  are  as  follows:

Massachusetts  Planning  and  Development 
Act  Meets  With  Opposition 

The  proposed  Massachusetts  Planning  and  Develop- 
ment Act  filed  by  the  1 000  Friends  of  Massachusetts  to 
overhaul  the  way  in  which  planning  and  development 
is  carried  out  in  the  State  has  encountered  significant 
opposition  by  local  officials  in  hearings  conducted  by 
the  Local  Affairs  Committee  of  the  State  House  of 
Representatives.  Much  of  the  criticism  to  date  centers 
around  who  will  have  the  responsibility  for  approving 
developments  of  regional  significance  and  whether 
the  proposal  usurps  local  decision-making  authority 
and  intrudes  upon  Home  Rule  powers. 
The  Council  would  appreciate  receiving  copies  of  any 
correspondence  commenting  on  the  Mass.  Planning 
and  Development  Act  proposal  so  that  it  is  aware  of 
local  concerns.  The  OCPC  and  the  other  Mass.  Re- 
gional Planning  Agencies  are  committed  to  working 
with  the  Legislature  in  refining  the  legislation  so  that 
it  mitigates  these  local  concerns  and  strengthens  the 
planning  process  in  the  Commonwealth. 

Regional  Transportation  Projects  Move 

Toward  Completion 
Two  Important  and  long  standing  transportation 
projects  in  the  Old  Colony  region  are  moving  toward 
completion.  The  new  relocated  section  of  the  Route 
44  highway  from  North  Carver  to  Route  3  in  Plymouth 
is  scheduled  for  completion  in  1997  while  the  Old 
Colony  commuter  rail  restoration  project  is  expected 
to  be  finished  in  1 996.  Both  projects  have  been  long 
standing  transportation  improvements  and  are  ex- 
pected to  provide  a  significant  boost  to  the  area's 
economy. 

The  new  seven  mile  stretch  of  Route  44  will  be  a 
limited  access,  four  lane  highway  which  will  replace  a 
winding  two  lane  roadway  that  was  a  traffic  bottle- 
neck. The  improvement  will  greatly  increase  east- 
west  access  in  the  region.  Supporters  of  the  Old 
Colony  Rail  Project  were  encouraged  by  the  recent 
announcement  that  $188.4  million  dollars  was  allo- 
cated for  the  project  by  the  federal  government. 
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OCPC  Moves  to  Add  Minority 
Representation  on  Council 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  with  the  as- 
sistance of  Representative  Thomas  P.  Kennedy 
of  Brockton,  has  introduced  legislation  in  the 
current  session  of  the  state  legislature  to  add  a 
minority  representative  as  a  voting  member  of 
the  Council.  The  Council  has  acted  in  response 
to  a  requirement  of  the  Economic  Develop- 
ment Administration  which  requires  that  Eco- 
nomic Development  District  grantees  meet  mi- 
nority representation  guidelines  or  cease  to  be 
funded. 

The  socioeconomic  characteristics  of  the  Old 
Colony  Planning  Council  District  have  changed 
dramatically  frorn  1980  to  1990  as  reported 
the  census  of  population.  The  minority  popu 
tion  of  the  District  was  found  to  be  not  prop^ 
eriy  represented  on  the  Council  policy  body 
and  because  OCPC  is  established  by  state  stat- 
ute a  legislative  change  was  required.  Mr. 
James  A.  Kassos,  Council  President  indicated 
that  the  Council  will  move  to  add  a  minority 
representative  to  the  Council  in  an  advisory 
capacity  until  such  time  as  the  legislation 
meets  with  approval.  President  Kassos  also 
stated  that  member  communities  would  be 
urged  to  consider  appointing  women  and/or 
minorities  as  representatives  to  the  Council  as 
vacancies  occur. 


DISEASE  PREVENTION  AND  HEALTH 
PROMOTION  SERVICES  FOR  SENIORS 

The  Area  Agency  on  Aging  has  undertaken  a 
variety  of  planning  activities  in  preparation  for 
the  issuance  of  a  Request  for  Proposals  for  Dis- 
ease Prevention  and  Health  Promotion  Services 
for  Seniors.  A  new  subtitle  of  Older  Americans 
Act  funding.  Title  lll-F,  has  become  available  for 
this  purpose.  The  funding  priorities  which  have 
been  approved  by  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder 
Affairs  include  health  education,  physical  fitness/ 
exercise  programs  and  educational  and  support- 
ive services  for  elder  caregivers  particularly 
those  caring  for  Alzheimer's  patients.

unmet  health  needs.  In  addition,  the  Area 
Agency  is  developing  an  inventory  of  these  spe- 
cific health  services  for  seniors.  The  Request  for 
Proposals  (RFP)  for  the  program  is  expected  to 
be  issued  by  the  Area  Agency  sometime  during 
the  month  of  April. 
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On  May  20th  public  and  prrrare  Dusines^ leaders,  orga- 
nizational executives  and  heads  of  development  agencies 
from  Southeastern  Massachusetts  assembled  at  the  base 
of  the  statue  of  the  great  Native  American  sachem  Massa- 
soit  on  Coles  Hill  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  to  sign  the 
Massasoit  Compact.  The  event  marked  the  formal  execu- 
tion of  an  agreement  among  the  parties  to  cooperate  in 
promoting  the  region's  economic  health  by  advancing  the 
goals  for  development  contained  in  the  document.  The 
Massasoit  Compact  presents  a  common  regional  vision 
for  the  future  that  is  built  upon  our  collective  indigenous 
strengths.  This  vision  includes  supporting  productive  in- 
dustry "clusters"  that  are  here  because  of  the  region's 
unique  characteristics.  This  vision  includes  building  a 
dynamic  educational  system  as  the  cornerstone  of  our 
economy.  This  vision  recognizes  the  need  for  a  healthy 
environment,  strong  central  cities,  a  first  class  transpor- 
tation network  and  partnerships  at  all  levels  of  govern- 
ment. But  most  of  all,  this  vision  as  expressed  in  the 
Massasoit  Compact,  is  about  the  people  of  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  doing  things  for  ourselves  to  help  make 
this  vision  become  a  reality.

OCPC   SPONSORS   REGIONAL  WATER  FORUM 

TTie  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  is  sponsoring  a  public  forum  on  'Regional  Water  Supply  Needs  and  Possibilities,  A  Stocktaking  in 
cooperation  with  the  Taunton  River  Watershed  Alliance  and  Bridgewater  State  College.  The  forum  will  be  held  on  Wednesday,  June  29th 
from  8:30  AM  to  1 2:  IS  at  the  Campus  Center  of  Bridgewater  State  College.  The  program  will  present  overviews  of  the  water  resources  of 
the  Taunton  river  basin  and  how  best  to  meet  future  needs;  relate  recent  progress  in  water  supply  expansion  and  protection  to  meet  current 
and  future  demands;  explore  prospects  for  cooperation;  and  examine  mid-term  and  long-term  water  sufypty  alternatives. 

The  meeting  will  involve  state,  regional  and  local  water  supply  officials  and  is  an  excellent  opportunity  for  interested  officials  and  the  public 
to  become  informed  about  water  supply  issues.  There  is  no  charge  for  registration. 
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TIP    PROGRAM  CIRCULATED 

A  draft  of  the  FY  1995  Transportation  Improvement  Program 
(TIP)  has  been  sent  out  to  local  officials  for  review.  The  TIP 
which  lists  all  projects  calling  for  federal  and/or  state  financial 
assistance  and  is  prepared  annually  by  the  Council  as  part  of  its 
responsibility  as  the  Metropolitan  Planning  Organization  (MPO) 
for  transportation  planning  in  the  region.  Transportation  projects 
are  listed  on  the  TIP  according  to  funding  categories  and  by  city 
or  town.  The  list  also  indicates  the  project's  scheduling  for  im- 
provement by  fiscal  year.  In  order  for  a  transportation  project  to 
be  eligible  for  funding  assistance  it  must  be  included  on  the  TIP. 

Under  the  recent  Intermodal  Surface  Transportation  Efficiency 
ACT  (ISTEA)  the  TIP's  prepared  by  the  Metropolitan  Planning 
Organization  must  be  fiscally  responsible  and  not  over  budgeted 
and  consistent  with  available  funding.   Part  of  the  dilemma  for 
Massachusetts  and  the  MPO's  is  the  demands  that  are 
placed  on  available  funds  by  the  mega  projects  in  metro 
Boston,  which  will  eventually  impact  the  scheduling  of  pro 
other  parts  of  the  state. 


TDM   PROJECTS  ENCOURAGED 

The  Council  has  alerted  local  officials  and  other  interested 
parties  that  proposals  are  being  solicited  for  Transportation 
Demand  Management  (TDM)  projects  for  funding.  TDM 
projects  are  innovative  proposals  for  programs  that  are 
designed  to  reduce  the  number  of  vehicular  trips  and  miles 
traveled  and  reduce  air  pollution.  The  Brockton  Area  Tran- 
sit (BAT)  system  received  a  TDM  grant  last  year  to  operate 
bus  service  to  enable  workers  to  access  the  firms  along  the 
Manley  Street  area  of  Brockton  and  West  Bridgewater.  The 
proposals  can  be  a  system  of  actions  that  strive  to  reduce  ve- 
hicle trips  and  /or  air  pollution  through  better  management  of 
existing  facilities  and  simply  changing  how  people  get 
around.  Some  TDM  alternatives  are:  carpooling,  bicycling 
and  walking;  preferential  parking;  transit  service;  modified 
work  schedules,  etc.  For  further  information  contact  Pat  Cia-

IMPROVING  REGIONAL  WATER  SUPPPLY  TOP  PRIORITY 


The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Overall  Economic  Develop- 
ment Program  (OEPD)  Committee  recently  established  the  top 
ten  priorities  for  projects/programs  which  are  important  in  ac- 
complishing regional  economic  development  goals  and  objec- 
tives. The  listing  is  also  significant  because  it  allows  these 
projects  to  seek  funding  from  the  Economic  Development  Admin- 
istration. The  OEDP  Committee  identifies  projects  and  prepares 
the  priority  list  annually  in  cooperation  with  OCPC  member  com- 
munities. It  serves  to  identify  the  key  projects  which  are  impor- 
tant or  vital  to  improving  the  region's  economic  conditions. 

Meeting  regional  water  needs  again  topped  the  list  of  priority 
economic  development  projects  for  1995.  The  need  for  develop- 
ing additional  water  resources  continues  to  place  constraints  on 
balanced  regional  economic  development  and  put  the  need  for 
this  program  at  the  top  of  the  list.  This  was  followed  on  the  list  by 
the  establishment  of  a  revolving  loan  fund.  The  need  for  favor- 
able financing  for  small  firms  continues  to  be  a  problem  in  the 
region.  Establishment  of  a  revolving  loan  fund  to  provide  gap 
financing  for  growing  businesses  and  those  under  stress  would 
provide  relief  to  this  problem. 


The  third  project  is  the  extension  of  roads  and  utilities  in  the 
Plymouth  Industrial  Park.  The  Park,  built  with  EDA  assistance 
in  the  1970's  is  being  expanded  to  meet  growing  demands  but 
needs  favorable  financing  given  limited  town  resources.

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area  Agency  on  Aging  is  responsible  for  administering  and  managing  Older 
Americans  Act  monies  in  the  region  and  recently  acted  upon  a  number  of  requests  for  funding  elder  services 
in  FY  95  which  commenced  on  October  1st.  Programs  or  services  that  received  funding  from  the  Area  Agency 
on  Aging  included:  Geriatric  Mental  Health  Services  provided  by  the  Brockton  Visiting  Nurse  Association; 
Home  Health  Aide  Service,  Mental  Health  &  Substance  Abuse  Assistance  and  Hospes  Outreach  provided  by 
Catholic  Charities;  Home  Health/Personal  Care  operated  by  CURA  Visiting  Nurse  Association;  Dom  Davies 
Senior  Center,  Elder  Support  Services  operated  by  Brockton  Area  Multi  Services,  Inc.;  Social  Day  Care 
provided  by  the  Hanson  Senior  Center;  Geriatric  Mental  Health  provided  by  Jewish  Family  &  Children's 
Services;  Services  to  the  Elderly  Handicapped  and  Disabled  operated  by  Living  Independently  for  Equality 
(LIFE);  Services  to  the  Elderly  Deaf/Deaf  Blind  and  Hard  of  Hearing  provided  by  the  New  England  Home  for 
the  Deaf;  Elderly  Emergency  Assistance  and  Frail  Elderly  Respite  provided  by  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services; 
Plymouth  Senior  Center  Elder  Support  Services  operated  by  the  Plymouth  Council  on  Aging;  Specialized 
Chore  Service  provided  by  the  Plymouth  Housing  Authority  and  also  by  the  Plympton  Council  on  Aging; 
Senior  Law  Project  operated  by  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Legal  Assistance  Corp.;  and  Senior  Transporta- 
tion provided  by  OCPC-AAA  through  local  Councils  on  Aging. 


MANPOWER  TRAINING  SURVEY  COMPLETED 

A  Council  survey  of  manpower  training  needs  in  the  region's  major  employment  sectors  disclosed  that  the 
training  needs  of  area  firms  are  often  quite  basic.  Over  a  quarter  of  the  firms  felt  a  need  for  improvement  in 
literacy,  mathematics  and  English  as  a  Second  Language  rather  than  in  specific  skills.  The  greatest  needs 
expressed  for  specific  skills  were  in  computing,  word  processing  and  clerical  work,  (15%,  12%  and  11% 
respectively).  The  firms  most  commonly  relied  on  informal  on-the-job  training  of  entry  level  staff,  or  else 
hired  people  (e.g.,  machinists)  who  already  had  skills  from  prior  jobs  or  vocational  schools. 

Overall,  56%  of  the  firms  responding  expect  to  be  stable  over  the  next  five  years,  29%  expect  to  increase 
staff,  14%  expect  to  decrease  staff  and  2%  had  hiring  freezes.  Despite  limited  growth  the  firms  expect  many 
jobs  to  open  through  turnover.  In  all  the  99  firms  responding  expected 
about  260  jobs  in  new  positions  and  over  600  openings  from  turnover 

during  the  next  year.  This  underscores  the  importance  of  providing  ^^-_^^^_««^ 
basic  education  and  training  to  increase  opportunities  open  to  the  local       ^^^^^^H^'^l^s^  ' 

laborforce  and  to  meet  continuing  needs  of  area  businesses.  The 
survey  was  done  to  help  the  Brockton  Area  Private  Industry  Council 
(PIC)  plan  to  meet  these  needs.

BROCKTON  MINORITY  BUSINESS  COUNCIL 

The  Council  is  working  with  members  of  the  local 
minority  business  community  and  the  Brockton  21st 
Century  Corporation  to  prepare  a  proposal  to  the 
U.S.  Economic  Development  Administration  (EDA) 
to  provide  for  funding  of  a  Brockton  Minority 
Business  Council  (BMBC).  The  need  for  such 
assistance  has  been  confirmed  by  local  minority 
business  persons.  The  BMBC  would  assist  emerging 
minority  businesses  in  cooperation,  networking, 
technical  assistance  and  advocacy.  It  would  be 
sponsored  by  the  Brockton  21st  Century  Coorpora- 
tion  with  the  specific  structufe  and  program  to  be 
determined  in  the  future. 


PROPOSED  SUPER  MARKET/COMMUNITY  CENTER/SMALL  BUSINESS  INCUBATOR 

Brockton's  Reclaim  our  Community  (ROC)  program  and  the  Brockton  Community  Corporation  (the  City's 
state-supported  community  development  corporation)  are  studying  the  possibility  of  reopening  a  major 
vacant  retail  building  as  a  combined  supermarket  and  multi-purpose  community  service  center/small 
business  incubator.  The  Council  has  met  with  BCC  and  ROC,  and  a  retail  consultant  to  explore  the  concept, 
and  is  supplying  needed  date.  U.S.  Economic  Development  Administration  staff  are  encouraging  a 
technical  assistance  application  to  determine  the  project's  feasibility.  If  feasible  the  project  could  do  much 
to  strengthen  the  ROC  neighborhood  in  Brockton's  near  west  side  and  to  increase  opportunities  for  new 
business  in  the  area. 
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OCPC  ADDS  MINORITY 
MEMBER  TO  COUNCIL 

OCPC  President  John  G.  Mather  announced  that 
through  legislation  filed  by  Representative  Thomas 
P.  Kennedy  of  Brockton  during  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature  and  recently  signed  into  law  as  Chapter 
271  of  the  Acts  of  1994,  the  Council  wiU  officially 
add  a  minority  representative  to  the  Board  as  a 
voting  member.  The  Council  voted  last  spring  to  add 
a  Delegate  at  Large,  minority  member  to  the  Council 
body,  but  legislation  was  required  to  amend  the 
Council's  enabling  act  to  give  the  position  official 
status.  At  the  request  of  the  Council,  Representative 
Kennedy  filed  legislation  which  would  effect  the 
necessary  change. 

The  Council  was  determined  to  pursue  it's  minority 
representation  goal  and  in  April  1994,  Mr.  Mathew 
C.  Striggles  was  elected  to  the  Council  to  serve  as 
the  Delegate  at  Large.  Mr.  Striggles  is  a  former 
Plymouth  County  Commissioner  and  has  maintained 
an  active  interest  in  local  and  regional  issues.  Since 
joining  the  Council,  Mr.  Striggles  has  actively 
participated  in  the  work  of  the  Council  and  serves  as 
the  Equal  Opportunity  Employment  Officer. 

Mr.  Mather  expressed  the  Council's  appreciation  to 
Representative  Kennedy  for  his  assistance  in 
sponsoring  and  gaining  passage  of  the  legislation 
and  for  helping  the  Council  to  meet  it's  minority 
representation  requirements. 


CouncilBegins  East  Bridgewater  Economic 
Development/  Strategy 

The  Council  recently  contracted  with  the  Town  of 
East  Bridgewater  to  prepare  an  Economic  Develop- 
ment Strategy,  now  in  its  inventory  phase.  The 
project  involves  inventorying  and  analyzing  the 
existing  business  base,  looking  for  clusters  of 
related  activities  with  the  potential  to  grow  together, 
examining  the  supply/demand  for  business  land  and 
space,  developing  goals  and  objectives  in  relation  to 
the  town's  strengths  and  weaknesses,  and  preparing 
a  comprehensive  strategy/action  program  in 
cooperation  with  town  bodies  and  business  groups. 

The  effort  is  funded  by  a  Strategic  Planning  grant 
from  the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of 
Communities  and  Development. 

Brockton  Seeks  PlanningFunds 
£or  2 1st  Century  Corp. 

The  Council  recently  assisted  the  City  of  Brockton  in 
applying  for  over  $100,000  in  Section  302  (a) 
planning  funds  from  the  U.S.  Economic  Development 
Administration.  If  approved  the  funds  will  support 
economic  development  activity  by  the  Brockton  21st 
Century  Corporation  including  operation  of  an  EDA 
supported  Revolving  Loan  Fund  for  business 
expansion;  and,  a  feasibility  study  of  converting 
vacant  commercial  space  to  a  supermarket/ 
community  center/business  incubator.  The 
feasibility  study  will  be  done  through  the  Brockton 
Community  Corp.  and  the  Reclaim  Our  Community 
program. 


TRANSPORTATION  BOND  BILL  -  On  December  30, 1994,  Governor  Weld 
signed  into  law  a  $3.3  billion  transportation  bond  bill.  This  transportation 
construction  bill  authorizes  funds  for  projects  such  as;  resurfacing,  highway  work 
and  bridges.  Also  included  in  the  bill  is  $200,000  for  a  study  on  the  construction 
of  a  ramp  from  Route  3  to  the  new  Old  Colony  Rail 

station  in  Kingston. 


CONCEPT  TO  COMPLETION-  On  Wednesday,  November  26, 1994,  Old  Colony 
Planning  Council  with  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
District  (SRPEDD)  held  a  transportation  workshop  at  the  Bridgewater  Senior  Center. 
The  workshop  was  held  to  help  make  the  local  highway  officials  aware  of  the  require- 
ments of  both  the  Massachusetts  Highway  department  (MHD)  and  the  Federal  Highway 
Administration  (FHWA).  Representing  MHD  and  FHWA  were  William  Dalton  and 
William  Gordon  respectively. 

MANAGEMENT  SYSTEMS-  The  Council  is  in  the  process  of  putting  together  a  contract  with  the 
Executive  Office  of  Transportation  and  Construction  (EOTC)  and  MHD  for  the  following  management  systems 
which  are  required  by  the  Intermodal  Surface  Transportation  Efficiency  Act  (ISTEA): 

-  Pavement  Management 

-  Congestion  Management 

-  Intermodal  Management 


Work  on  these  management  systems  is  expected  to  begin  sometime  in  January. 


FY  96  Transportation  Improvement  Program  Funds  to  be  Restricted 

OCPC  President  John  G.  Mather  was  recently  advised  by  the  State  Executive  Office  of 
Transportation  and  Construction  that  action  by  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  and 
Federal  Transit  Administration  has  necessitated  that  the  State  Transportation  Improvement 
Program  for  FY  96  must  be  cut  from  $1.5  billion  to  $745  million  statewide.  The  federal 
agency  action  was  prompted  after  a  review  of  the  FY  96  State  Transportation  Improvement 
Program  that  found  it  to  be  "drastically  over  programmed  in  the  range  of  100%". 
Accordingly,  the  response  by  the  State  to  make  these  cuts  will  severely  restrict  the  amount  of  funds  that  can  be 
programmed  in  the  OCPC  region  Transportation  Improvement  Program  in  FY  96  and  delay  a  number  of 
important  transportation  projects.  The  amount  of  funding  allocated  for  each  region  is  based  upon  a  formula 
and  in  FY  96  the  amount  expected  to  be  available  in  the  OCPC  region  is  estimated  to  be  $17,982,000. 
President  Mather  indicated  that  the  OCPC  region  had  expected  that  the  FY  96  Transportation  Improvement 
Program  for  the  OCPC  region  would  be  of  the  magnitude  of  $55,000,000.  He  indicated  that 
this  is  extremely  distressing  news  for  the  region  and  the  expectation  that  a  number  of 
important  projects  will  be  stretched  out  and  delayed.  Mr.  Mather  said  we  will  have  to  work 
closely  with  the  State  officials  to  determine  how  to  best  mitigate  the  impact  of  this 
directive.

Poor  MeadowBrook  Group  EzploresCommon  Water  Supply  ProtectionStrat^gr 

The  Council  recently  organized  the  Poor  Meadow  Brook  Aquifer  Protection 
Committee  consisting  of  the  Halifax,  East  Bridgewater  and  Hanson  Water 
Superintendents  and  other  officials.  The  aquifer  -  running  along  the  Hanson-East 
Bridgewater  line  and  into  Halifax  -  feeds  the  Hanson  and  East  Bridgewater  wells, 
overlaps  with  potential  supplies  in  Halifax,  and  could  be  affected  by  contaminants 
released  in  any  of  the  communities.  Of  these  only  Hanson  has  a  comprehensive 
water  supply  protection  bylaw  meeting  present  state  requirements.  Accordingly 
staff  have  drahed  similar  bylaws  for  East  Bridgewater  and  Halifax  and  reviewed 
them  at  the  Committee's  December  meeting.  Their  enactment  would  give  the  three 
communities  essentially  common  provisions  and  procedures,  allowing  a  consistent,  high  level  of  water  supply 
protection.  The  effort  is  funded  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection. 


OCPC  to  Hear  Desalinization  Proposal 

Bluestone  Energy,  Inc.  will  present  to  members  of  the  OCPC  the  details  of  a  5  million  gallon  a  day  desaliniza- 
tion processing  plant  which  would  provide  potable  drinking  water  to  serve  the  future  needs  of  communities  in 
the  Brockton  area.  The  presentation  will  be  made  to  the  Council  on  Wednesday,  January  25, 1995  at  the 
regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  council  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  OCPC  offices. 

The  desalinization  proposal  is  one  of  three  alternatives  that  a  state  task  force  has  proposed  to  address  the  long 
term  water  supply  needs  of  the  Brockton  area.  The  two  other  alternatives  include  the  diversion  of  a  portion  of 
the  flow  from  the  Taunton  River  and/or  tying  into  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority  supply.  The 
Old  Colony  Planning  Council  has  supported  efforts  to  provide  for  the  area's  future  water  needs  from  within  the 
Taunton  River  Basin. 
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AAA  TO  CONDUCT  PROSTATE 
CANCER  PROGRAM 

Mr.  John  G.  Mather,  OCPC  President 
announced  that  the  Council  through  the 
Area  Agency  on  Aging  would  be  conduct- 
ing a  Prostate  Cancer  Awareness  and  Edu- 
cation Program  funded  by  a  grant  from 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 
Mr.  Mather  noted  that  prostate  cancer  is 
now  the  leading  type  of  cancer  and  the 
second  leading  cause  of  cancer  deaths 
among  men. 

The  OCPC-AAA  will  be  working  with  lo- 
cal Councils  on  Aging  to  sponsor  pro- 
grams in  Hanson,  Marshfield,  Middleboro 
and  Plymouth.  Several  programs  will  be 
sponsored  in  Brockton  in  cooperation 
with  the  Brockton  Neighborhood  Health 
Center,  Dorn-Davies  Senior  Center  and 
Ascciacion  San  Martin  De  Porres  to  focus 
on  the  elderly  male  minority  population. 
Information  and  resources  will  be  pro- 
vided to  participants  on  :  1.  early  detec- 
tion of  prostate  cancer;  2.  ways  to  reduce 
risk  of  getting  prostate  cancer;  3.  where 
to  go  for  screening  of  prostate  cancer;  4. 
learning  abouttreatment  options;  and,  5.

OCPC  to  STUDY  UPPER  TAUNTON  BASIN 

OCPC  President,  John  G.  Mather,  announced  at  the  March  meeting 
of  the  Council  thatthe  Council  has  applied  to  the  State  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  (DEP),  Office  of  Watershed  Management 
for  a  $35,000grantto  study  sources  of  pollution  in  the  Upper  Taunton 
River  Basin.  He  said  the  program  will  include  mapping  and  assessing 
potential  water  pollution  sources  with  assistance  from  the  Engineer- 
ing, Water  and  Public  Works  Departments  of  Avon,  Stoughton  and 
Brockton.  Water  quality  hazards  and  land  uses  will  be  identified 
along  the  east  and  west  branches  of  Beaver  Brook,  Brockton  Reser- 
voir and  along  the  Salisbury  Plain  River.  This  sub  basin  drains  the 
Avon  Industrial  Park,  the  Avon  Merchants  Park  and  adjacent  industri- 
ally zoned  areas  in  Stoughton  along  with  a  variety  of  developments  in 
Brockton. 
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PROMOTING  HEALTH  AND  PREVENTING  DISEASE 

The  Older  Americans  Act  provides  funding  under  Title  IM  F  to  the  OCPC-AAA  under  Title  III  for  Disease 
Prevention  and  Health  Promotion.  As  part  of  this  program  of  services.  Sheila  Milanes,  Community  Nutritionist 
for  the  OCPC  Area  Agency  on  Aging  has  been  conducting  workshops  on  a  variety  of  nutrition/health  topics  at 
local  Councils  on  Aging  in  the  Old  Colony  Service  Area. 

Recently,  a  series  "Cooking  -  For  Men  Only",  was  presented  over  a  four  week  period  at  the  Marshfield  Council  j 
on  Aging.  The  workshop  was  aimed  at  older  men  who  find  themselves  alone  or  caring  for  an  ailing  spouse. 
Each  class  was  centered  around  the  preparation  of  a  complete  meal,  but  also  included  recipe  distribution.  Each 
workshop  session  also  included  a  lesson  on  a  topic  such  as  Stocking  a  Pantry.  Supermarket  Survival.  Food  Safety 
and  Low-Fat.  Low  sodium.  Low-sugar  Cooking  Tips  and  Techniques.  Response  to  the  series  was  excellent,  as 
evidenced  by  a  zero  drop-out  rate  and  very  favorable  responses  to  a  written  evaluation  of  the  workshops. 
Participants  learned  through  demonstration  that  nutritiously  prepared  menus  can  be  as  delicious  as  the  more  unhealthy 
foodsto  which  they  may  be  accustomed. 

Ms.  Milanes  also  teaches  a  weight  loss  series  and  puts  on  a  "5  A  Day  for  Better  Health"  Breakfasts  at  participating  Councils 
on  Aging. 


METROPOLITAN  PL  ANNING 
ORGANIZATION  (MPO)  MEETS

The  MPO  is  the  formal  organization  designated  by 
the  governor  as  being  responsible  for  carrying  out  "3C".  Cooperative,  Continuous 
and  Comprehensive  transportation  and  transit  planning  in  the  region.  The  Old 
Colony  MPO  is  made  up  of;  the  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Office  of  Transportation 
and  Construction,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department, 
the  Chairman.  Advisory  Board  of  thie  Brockton  TransitAuthority  and  the  President 
of  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council. 

The  MPO  develops  and  endorses  plans  and  programs  as  may,  from  time  to  time, 
be  required  by  federal  and  state  laws  and  regulations.  In  lieu  of  meeting  in  the 
pastthe  MPOconducted  business  informally. 

At  the  March  meeting,  the  MPO  endorsed  the  1 994  Regional  Transportation  Plan 
Update;  the  Revised  FY  1 995-1 997Transportation  Improvement  (TIP);  and  the  TIP/ 
Plan  Air  Quality  Conformity  Determination.  Daniel  F.  Beagan,  EOTC,  represented 
James  J.  Kerasiotes,  Secretary,  EOTC;  Bernard  McCourt,  MHD,  represented  Laur- 
inda  T.  Bedingfield,  Commissioner,  MHD;  Reinald  G.  Ledoux,  Jr.,  BAT,  represented 
Winthrop  H.  Farwell,  Jr,  Chairman,  BAT;  and  Daniel  M.  Crane,  OCPC  represented 
John  G.  Mather,  President,  OCPC. 

The  meeting  was  concluded  with  a  discussion  of  the  local  transportation  issues 
and  concerns.  Mr.  Ledoux  announcedthat  a  joint  effort  was  successful  in  moving 
the  "downtown"  commuter  rail  station  to  Commercial  Street  and  that  BAT  had 
purchased  the  old  Berretta  Buick  site  on  Commercial  Street  to  develop  an  inter- 
modal  facility.

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UTILITY  ALLOWANCE 
SCHEDULE  UPDATE 

OCPC  has  recently  completed  an  up- 
date of  a  Utility  Allowance  Schedule 
in  cooperation  with  the  Housing  Au- 
thorities of  Abington,  Avon,  Bridge- 
water,  Brockton,  Easton,  Halifax,  Pem- 
broke and  Stoughton  and  with  the  as- 
sistance of  Bay  State  Gas,  Eastern  Edi- 
son and  area  home  heating  oil  deal- 
ers. The  utility  allowance  schedule 
was  based  upon  a  survey  of  utility 
bills  of  approximately  250  households 
covering  a  range  of  housing  unit  types 
to  note  monthly  utility  consumption 
charges  for  home  heating,  cooking, 
water  heating,  etc. 

The  information  contained  in  the 
1 995  Schedule  was  updated  from  last 
year  and  noted  that  electric  rates  re- 
mained relatively  constant;  there  was 
a  slight  decrease  in  the  cost  of  natural 
gas  service;  and,  that  heating  oil 
prices  and  therefore  costs  increased.

Gerard  W.  Dempsey,  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Associa- 
tion of  Regional  Planning  Agencies  (MARPA)  and  OCPC 
Delegate  from  the  town  of  Pembroke  announced  that  the  state 
association  had  adopted  an  Action  Agenda  for  the  coming 
year.

vamping the  report  this  year  to  include  a  comprehensive 
listing  of  all  economic  development  projects  in  the  region. 
Mr.  Mather  said  that  the  Council  envisions  that  the  OEDP 
report  in  its  revised  form  will  include  a  list  of  all  locally 
proposed  economic  development  related  projects  along 
with  the  annual  Priority  Report  list.  To  do  this  the  Council 
is  soliciting  the  help  of  local  officials  to  insure  that  all 
projects  are  included  in  the  listing.  A  letter  will  be  sent  to 
the  Chief  Elected  Official  of  each  community  in  tha 
region,  with  a  copy  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Planning^ 
and  Local  Industrial  Development  Commission  along  with 
a  Project  Inventory  Form.  Communities  will  be  invited  to 
submit  a  complete  listing  of  all  local  development  projects. 
Mr.  Mather  explained  that  OCPC  is  required  by  the  Eco- 
nomic Development  Administration  (EDA),  as  part  of  its 
grant  agreement,  to  develop  a  listing  of  potential  projects 
that  are  eligible  for  EDA  program  assistance  in  the  form  of 
a  Priority  Project  listing.  The  1995  Report  will  go  beyond 
this  and  include  all  local  and  regional  economic  develop- 
ment projects.

he  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP)  Report  for  1995  will  take  on  a  new  look  this  year 
ith  the  inclusion  of  local  development  projects.  The  OEDP  report  is  produced  annually  by  OCPC  as  a 
rant  requirement  and  must  include  a  list  of  the  top  ten  economic  development  projects  in  the  Economic 
'eyelopment  District  which  are  eligible  for  Economic  Development  Administration  grant  and/or  loan 
mstance.  But  there  are  certainly  many  more  projects  that  are  locally  important  or  worthwhile  that  do 
ot  fit  into  that  category  explained  OCPC  Economic  Development  Specialist  Bruce  Hughes.  Hughes 
oted  that  several  communities  in  the  region  wanted  to  see  local  development  programs  and  projects  in  the 
;port  which  is  also  used  extensively  as  a  economic  development  promotional  tool  and  we  are  responding 
•  that  need.  The  OEDP  report  is  expected  to  be  released  next  month.

The  Council  objected  to  aprovision  that  would  empower  the 
chief  execuUve  officer  of  a  municipality  "to  designate  a  board  to 
act  as  Uie  local  comprehensive  plan  board".  The  Council 
members  noted  that  under  present  law  that  responsibility  is 
vested  in  the  local  planning  board  and  thought  that  such  a 
change  was  muiecessaiy.  In  addiUon,  the  Council  expressed 
opposition  to  a  provision  to  authorize  weighed  voUng  on 
cenam  issues  that  regional  commissions  would  be  required  to 
act  upon  such  as  a  Regional  Policy  Plan  and  budget 
The  Council  also  voted  to  seek  a  change  in  the  manner  in 
which  ftinding  is  proposed  to  be  allocated  between  regions 
usmg  population  as  the  sole  basis.  The  present  allocation 
formula  mcludes  in  addition  to  population  tiie  factors  of  land 
area  and  number  of  communities. 
The  Council  also  expressed  concern  over  what  effect  the 
proposed  change  would  have  on  its  designation  as  tiie  Area 
Agency  on  Aging,  since  Uiis  was  not  addressed  specifically 
LasUy,  the  Council  supported  the  concept  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  a  Regional  Commission  being  made  up  of 
mayors,  selectinen  or  tiieir  designees.  President  John  G  Matiier 
mdicated  Uiat  tiie  OCPC  is  generally  supportive  of  tiie  otiier 
provisions  of  tiie  legislation  and  will  suggest  that  MARPA  work 
toward  getting  these  changes  made  in  Uie  Bill.  For  further 
information  contact  Dan  Crane.

President  John  G.  Mather  announced  that  the  Old  Col- 
ony Planning  Council  is  working  with  the  towns  of  Avon, 
Halifax,  Hanson,  Kingston  and  West  Bridgewater  in  man- 
a^ng  a  Septic  System  Repair  Program  in  these  communi- 
ties. Mr.  Mather  indicated  that  each  of  the  five  towns  was 

awarded  a  $ 1 00,000  grant  to 
participate  in  the  program 
designed  to  oflfer  loans  to  in- 
come eligible  homeowners  to 
repair  foiled  septic  systems. 
OCPC  will  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  these  com- 
munities to  help  low  and  moderate  income  homeowners 
who  are  eligible  under  the  program  guidelines  achieve  com- 
pliance with  the  recently  revised  "Title  5"  standards  for  on- 
site  disposal  systems. 

Mr.  Mather  explained  that  $10  million  was  authorized 
statewide  and  97  communities  selected  to  participate  in  the 
program  managed  by  the  Executive  Ofl5ce  of  Communities 
and  Development  (EOCD)  with  the  participation  of  tiie  De- 
partment of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP).  The  Council 
will  be  woridng  closely  with  local  officials  in  these  commu- 
nities and  in  particular  the  Boards  of  Health.

According  to  Mr.  Gallerani,  the  feasibility  study  is  a  joint 
effort  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  the  Old  Colony  Plan- 
ning Coundl  and  is  fimded  by  a  Fisheries  Impact  Grant 
fi^om  the  U.S.  Economic  Development  Administratioa  He 
said,  "With  our  ofl&hore  waters,  tidal  flats,  ponds,  cran- 
berry bogs  and  waterfi-ont  industrial  buildings  Plymouth  has 
the  potential  for  a  wide  range  of  aquaculture  opportunities. 
To  make  the  most  of  these  opportunities,  we  must  review 
the  alternatives  and  then  focus  on  the  areas  of  strongest  lo- 
cal interest.

ENHANCEMENT  PROJECTS 

OCPC  President  John  G.  Mather 
indicated  that  fiinding  is  available 
for  TDM  (Transportation  Demand 
Management)  and  Enhancement 
Projects  in  the  Old  Colony  rpgioa 
Mr.  Mather  explained  that  these  are  funding  categories  un- 
der the  Intermodal  Surfece  Transportation  Act  where 
OCPC  has  had  difficulty  generating  digible 
projects  in  the  past.  This  year  the  Council  hopes  to  fill  the 
void  by  encouraging  applications  fi-om  communities,  non- 
profit organizations,  companies  or  private  parties  for  these 
fiinding  categories.  TDM  projects  can  be  any  type  of 
transportation  program  and/or  improvement  wWch  reduces 
automobile  trips  by  encouraging  motorists  to  use  another 
more  efficient  means  of  transportation  other  than  driving 
alone  in  a  personal  auto  for  trips.  The  objective  of  the 
TDM  program  is  to  reduce  air  pollution  and  make  better 
use  of  existing  fedlities  by  reducing  traffic  congestioa  Eli- 
gible TDM  projects  may  include  such  projects  as:  employer 
based  transportation  programs,  including  incentives;  fringe 
parking  fecilities;  ride  share  programs;  new  service  or  pro- 
grams with  air  quality  benefits.

Regional  Task  Force  Eyed 
by  2020  Vision  Forum 


Approximately  one  hundred  and 
fifty  community  representatives  and 
concerned  citizens  attending  a 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  2020 
Vision  Forum  at  Bridgewater  State 
College  on  Saturday,  September 
27th  voted  unanimously  to  form  a 
Task  Force  on  Growth  and  Change 
in  the  region.  The  task  force  will  be 
made  up  of  regional  leaders  in  busi- 
ness, government,  education,  and 
environmental  affairs.  The  mission 
of  the  task  force  will  be  "to  make 
recommendations  to  improve  the 
management  of  fiiture  growth  and 
development  in  Southeastern  Mas- 
sachusetts in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  region's  unique  character 
and  quality  of  life."

street  parking,  etc.  The  Council  is 
in  the  process  of  preparing  a  Re- 
quest for  Proposals  that  should  be 
available  to  solicit  interest  from 
qualified  traffic  planning  consultants 
shortly.  Moreira  said  the  Advisory 
Committee  has  been  extremely 
helpfiil  in  identifying  the  issues  that 
the  Consultants  will  have  to  address 
as  part  of  the  study.

Commentary:  Levittown 
is  Fifty 

It  has  been  50  years  since  William 
Levitt  started  mass-producing  small 
inexpensive  houses  on  a  Long  Is- 
land potato  field  in  response  to  a 
severe  housing  shortage  following 
WWn.  A  planned  community  of 
17,000  identical  houses,  Levittown 
instantly  became  the  prototype  for 


the  mass  suburban  development  that 
would  pour  over  the  countryside  in 
the  decades  to  come,  displacing 
pastures,  potato  fields  and  orange 
groves  with  affordable  versions  of 
the  American  dream.  The  devel- 
opments some  refer  to  as  the  first 
ring  suburb,  the  belt  of  single-family 
houses  built  between  1947  and 
1977  around  metropolitan  cores,  is 
fast  wearing  out.  But  some  plan- 
ners believe  that  the  recycling  of  the 
first  ring  is  the  key  to  stemming 
Sprawl  development  and  will  de- 
termine the  way  that  Americans  will 
live  in  the  next  50  years. 

The  social  glue  in  these  com- 
munities has  also  weakened.  The 
parents  of  the  baby  boomers  are 
long  retired.  As  recently  as  1978, 
79  percent  of  the  residents  in  the 
first-ring  suburbs  of  Minneapolis 
were  members  of  one-job,  two- 
parent  nuclear  families.  By  1996, 
the  proportion  had  declined  to  28 
percent.  The  relationship  between 
suburb  and  city  -  bedroom  com- 
munities and  urban  workplaces  - 
has  been  eroded  by  edge  cities,  of- 
fice parks,  and  second  and  third 
rings.  This  new  suburban  configu- 
ration is  poorly  served  by  publi 
transportation.  But  we  know  the 
costs  of  Sprawl,  don't  we?

Old  Colony  Planning  Council

the  three  regional  planning  agen- 
cies serving  southeastern  Massa- 
chusetts, have  formed  a  Task 
Force  on  Growth  and  Change  for 
the  area.

A  survey  of  the  Task  Force  mem- 
bers confirmed  their  over-whelming 
consensus  about  the  favorite  fea- 
tures in  southeastern  Massachu- 
setts- the  coastline,  historic  villages 
and  farmland/open  space.  These 
preferences  probably  reflect  the 
general  population  as  well.  Ironi- 
cally, these  are  the  very  features 
that  are  threatened  by  unplanned 
development.  How  can  we  change 
this  pattern? 

First,  we  need  a  vision  for  the  future 
of  our  region.  The  Task  Force  will 
be  working  with  the  citizens  and  lo- 
cal officials  of  the  region  to  spell  out 
that  vision.  We  then  will  translate 
that  vision  into  a  strategy  consisting 
of  a  series  of  policy  recommenda- 
tions: to  the  Governor,  the  legisla- 
ture, the  regional  planning 
agencies,  our  cities  and  towns,  the 
region's  "civic  community,"  and  oth- 
ers who  have  impact  on  the  plan- 
ning and  implementation  of  this 
vision. 

Many  of  us  believe  that  we  can  plan 
for  our  future  rather  than  simply  let  it 
happen  to  us.  We  believe  that  we 
can  preserve  what  is  special  atxDut 
southeastern  Massachusetts  with 


out  sacrificing  our  economic  future. 
Part  of  the  solution  is  to  empower 
the  citizens  of  our  region  and  the  cit- 
ies and  towns  to  choose  and 
achieve  their  own  vision.

WATER  SUPPLY 
FORUM  PRESENTS 
ALTERNATIVES 

The  OCPC  jointly  sponsored  a 
Brockton  and  South  Shore  Area 
Water  Supply  Forum  at  the  Martin 
Institute  at  Stonehill  College  in  Eas- 
ton  for  officials  and  members  of  the 
public  of  several  south  shore  com- 
munities. OCPC  joined  with  the 
Metro  South  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, The  Enterprise  Newspaper 
and  the  Taunton  River  Watershed 
Basin  Team  to  sponsor  the  program 
which  highlighted  the  two  most 
promising  options  available  to  pro- 
vide area  communities  with  future 
water  supplies.  The  prospect  of 
bringing  desalinized  water  to  the 
area  communities  from  a  desaliniza- 
tion  plant  in  Dighton  was  presented 
by  representatives  ofBluestone  En- 
ergy Se/v/ces  and  AquaSource. 


The  other  option  presented  was  to 
become  part  of  the  Massachusetts 
Water  Resources  Authority 
(MWFiA)  through  an  extension  of  a 
network  of  pipes  that  would  serve  a 
number  of  south  shore  communities 
including  Brockton. 
A  recent  study  of  the  MWRA  exten- 
sion to  Brockton  and  the  South 
Shore  was  completed  by  SEA  Engi- 
neering Consultants  at  the  request 
of  the  state  legislature.  The  report 
indicates  that  by  the  year  2010  the 
communities  of  Avon,  Brockton, 
Braintree ,  Holbrook,  Randolph 
Canton,  Stoughton  and  Weymouth 
will  be  short  8.4  to  12.4  million  gal- 
lons of  water  a  day.  Additionally, 
several  other  OCPC  communities 
are  rapidly  approaching  the  limits  of 
available  yield  of  their  local  water  re- 
sources. The  forum  was  a  timely 
and  informative  discussion  of  the 
two  major  future  water  supply  op- 
tions open  to  area  communities.

TWO-WAY  TRAFFIC 
GETS  GREEN  LIGHT 
INBROCKTON 

Rizzo  and  Associates  hired  by 
OCPC  to  carry  out  tlie  Brockton 
Central  Area  Traffic  Study  has  de- 
termined that  almost  all  of  the  one 
way  streets  in  Brockton  can  be  re- 
turned to  two  way  traffic  flow,  but  at 
a  price.  The  study  findings  were 
presented  to  the  Brockton  Central 
Area  Traffic  Study  Committee  in 
August  with  an  estimate  that  it  will 
cost  6. 4  million  dollars  for  the  im- 
provements to  the  City's  traffic  con- 
trol system  and  for-bthemecessary 
street  improvements.  The  recom- 
mendations of  the  Consultant  to  re- 
store two  way  traffic  flow  were  well 
received,  but  the  challenge  is  to  find 
the  funding  necessary  to  change  the 
system.  OCPC  has  suggested  that 
the  City  place  the  improvement  on 
the  Transportation  Improvement 
Program  (TIP)  for  funding  through  a 
Public  Works  Economic  Develop- 
ment Grant  or  through  a  future 
Transportation  Bond  Bill  authoriza- 
tion. Other  sources  of  funding  will 
also  be  explored  including  assis- 
tance from  the  federal  government.

"BUILD-OUTS" 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  is 
scheduled  to  complete  a  "Build-out" 
analysis  for  each  of  its  member 
communities  by  June  30,  2000.  A 
"Build-out"  analysis  is  essentially  an 
estimate  of  the  total  population  that 
can  t>e  expected  in  a  community  if 
all  of  the  remaining  land  is  devel- 
oped in  accordance  with  present 
land  use  controls  and  other  require- 
ments. Build-out  estimates  are 
sometimes  regarded  with  skepticism 
by  those  unfamilar  with  the  tech- 
nique. However,  a  build-out  analy- 
sis is  a  useful  planning  tool  for 
municipalities  for  it  enables  local  offi- 
cials to  detenriine  what  level  of  serv- 
ices will  be  required  to  serve  the 
future  population  and  plan  accord- 
ingly. For  example,  the  future  de- 
mand for  water  supply,  school 
classroom  space,  police  and  fire 
personnel  can  be  calculated  as  part 
of  the  analysis.

CAMPAIGN  FOR  THE  FUTURE 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  will  be  meeting  in  each  of  its  fifteen 
member  communities  as  part  of  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Vi- 
sion 2020  Task  Force  Campaign  for  the  Future.  The  center  piece  of 
the  Campaign  is  the  "New  Mayflower  Compact."  The  compact  is  an 
agreement  that  sets  forth  the  principles  of  Vision  2020  program  to  prop- 
erly manage  future  growth  in  the  region.  Local  officials  in  the  51  cities 
and  towns  of  southeastern  Massachusetts  will  be  asked  to  sign  the 
compact  as  a  commitment  to  work  cooperatively  with  other  local  offi- 
cials on  anresting  "sprawl"  and  adopting  good  growth  management 
practices.  The  Campaign  for  the  Future  was  made  possible  through 
the  efforts  of  Senator  Marc  Pacheco  who  was  able  to  secure  $125,000 
in  the  current  state  budget  to  fund  the  activities  of  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Vision  2020  Task  Force  in  the  cunrent  fiscal  year  The 
three  regional  planning  agencies  sen/ing  the  cities  and  towns  of  south- 
eastern Massachusetts  are  supporting  the  program. 
The  New  Mayflower  Compact  specifies  five  actions  that  local  officials 
are  urged  to  work  collaboratively  on  and  are  as  follows: 

1.  Create  incentives  to  direct  growth  to  areas  with  existing  and  underu- 
tilized infrastructure. 

2.  Provide  local  communities  expanded  planning  tools,  technical  assis- 
tance and  financial  support  to  shape  their  future. 

3.  Refonri  tax  laws  that  promote  sprawl  and  discourage  regional 
cooperation. 

4.  Analyze  and  address  the  full  range  of  impacts  associated  with  major 
development  and  infrastmcture  projects. 

5.  Execute  regional  agreements  that  reduce  competition  by  sharing  the 
benefits  of  development  among  communities,  and  provide  a  means  of 
alternative  dispute  resolution.

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VISION 2020  CAMPAIGN  FOR  THE  FUTURE 

IN  JEOPARDY 

The  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Vision  2020  Task  Force  Campaign 
for  the  Future  is  in  jeopardy  after  Governor  Cellucci  vetoed  a  $125,000 
item  in  the  budget  which  would  have  funded  the  work  of  the  Task  Force 
for  this  fiscal  year  The  three  regional  planning  agencies  serving  the  cit- 
ies and  towns  of  southeastern  Massachusetts  have  been  supporting  the 
program. 

The  focus  of  the  Campaign  is  the  "New  Mayflower  Compact. "  The  New 
Mayflower  Compact  is  an  agreement  that  sets  forth  the  principles  of  Vi- 
sion 2020  program  to  properly  manage  future  growth  in  the  region  and 
anrest  sprawl  development.  Local  officials  in  the  51  cities  and  towns  of 
southeastern  Massachusetts  will  be  asked  to  sign  the  compact  as  a 
commitment  to  work  cooperatively  with  other  local  officials  on  amesting 
"sprawl"  and  adopting  good  growth  management  practices.  Senator 
Marc  Pacheco  was  able  to  secure  $125,000  in  the  cument  state  budget 
to  fund  the  activities  of  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Vision  2020 
Task  Force  in  this  fiscal  year,  but  this  line  item  was  vetoed  by  the 
Governor 

The  New  Mayflower  Compact  specifies  five  actions  that  local  officials  are 
urged  to  work  collaboratively  on  and  are  as  follows: 

1.  Create  incentives  to  direct  growth  to  areas  with  existing  and  underutil- 
ized infrastructure. 

2.  Provide  local  communities  expanded  planning  tools,  technical  assis- 
tance and  financial  support  to  shape  their  future. 

3.  Reform  tax  laws  that  promote  sprawl  and  discourage  regional 
cooperation. 

4.  Analyze  and  address  the  full  range  of  impacts  associated  with  major 
development  and  infrastructure  projects. 

5.  Execute  regional  agreements  that  reduce  competition  by  sharing  the 
benefits  of  development  among  communities,  and  provide  a  means  of 
alternative  dispute  resolution. 

With  this  funding  dilemma  It  remains  uncertain  to  what  extent  the  Task 
Force  can  continue  its  efforts  and  its  plans  to  invite  local  officials  and 
other  stakeholders  to  sign  the  New  Mayflower  Compact  and  secure  their 
commitment  for  implementing  the  program.

Local  officials  from  the  cities  and  towns  of  southeastern  Massa- 
chusetts, state  officials  and  representatives  of  other  groups  and 
I  organizations  gathered  aboard  the  Mayflower  on  Wednesday, 
October  25th  in  Plymouth  Harbor,  to  sign  the  New  Mayflower 
Compact.  The  Compact  is  a  voluntary  agreement  that  sets  forth 
the  principles  of  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Vision  2020 
program  to  properly  manage  future  growth  in  the  region  and 
arrest  sprawl  development.   The  Compact  is  a  commitment  by 
,  the   communities   of  southeastern   Massachusetts   to   work  \ 
^  cooperatively  with  one  another  on  arresting  "sprawl"  and  adopt-  j 
I  ing  good  growth  management  practices.  At  the  historic  signing  | 
I  Congressman  William  Delahunt  noted  the  tremendous  growth  \ 
I  that  taken  place  in  the  region  said  "Pressures  and  stresses  \ 
^  brought  about  by  this  unparalleled  growth  cannot  be  met  by 
I  individual  communities  alone.  It  has  to  be  done  together.  That's 
f  the  message  here  today:  collaborate  and  cooperate."  He  also 
f  praised  the  Vision  2020  program  for  its  accomplishments  to  date 
I  and  suggested  it  could  serve  as  a  model  for  other  growth  areas  \ 
\  of  the  country.   Donald  Connors,  Chairman  of  the  Vision  2020 
I  Task  Force  said  that  of  the  fifty-one  cities  and  towns  of  south- 
I  eastern  Massachusetts  38  had  endorsed  the    New  Mayflower 
Compact.  Secretary  Robert  Durand  of  the  Executive  Office  of

OCPC  TO  ADMINISTER 
COMMUNITY  DEVELOP-

Old  Colony  Planning  Council  will 
administer  a  Community  Devel- 
opment Planning  Program  relat- 
ing to  Executive  Order  418  in 
cooperation  with  several  state 
agencies.  Communities  will  be 
notified  shortly  of  the  availability 
of  up  to  $30,000  in  technical 
assistance  and  planing  services 
to  create  Community  Develop- 
ment Plans.  The  program  is 
designed  to  support  community 
efforts  to  develop  affordable 
housing  that  serves  a  broad 
range  of  incomes,  while  balanc- 
ing the  need  for  economic  devel- 
opment, transportation  and 
infrastructure  improvements,  and 
open  space  and  environmental 
resource  protection. 
Executive  Order  418  also  estab- 
lished a  "housing  certification 
process"  whereby  communities 
are  rated  by  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Community  Devel- 
opment according  to  what 
actions  they  have  taken  or  will 
be  taking  to  provide  affordable 
housing.  Communities  that  are 
"certified"  will  gain  priority 
consideration  for  certain  state 
discretionary  grant  programs.

Act  Amendments  of  2000 
passed  the  House  by  a  vote  of 
405  to  2  and  the  Senate  by  a 
vote  of  94  to  0.  The  new  Act 
authorizes  Congress  to  provide 
$125  million  to  help  families  who 
care  for  frail  loved  ones.  This 
provision  and  Congressional 
passage  of  the  Older  Americans 
Act  recognizes  the  needs  of 
families  caring  for  parents  and 
older  relatives.  This  is  a  signifi- 
cant issue  that  will  ensure  that 
OAA  funded  programs  and 
services  continue  to  be  available 
to  eiders  in  our  region.  The  Old 
Colony  Planning  Council  Area 
Agency  on  Aging  administers  the 
Old  Americans  Act  funds  that  are 
allocated  for  this  region.

Economic  Development  Admiin- 
stration  (EDA)  as  an  Economic 
Development  District.  As  part  of 
:his  responsibility,  the  Council 
Tiust  annually  update  its 
iomprehensive  Economic  Devel- 
bpment  Strategy  (CEDS)  for  the 
region.

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CRANE  TO  RETIRE  AS  OCPC 

EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR 

The  members  of  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council 
approved  a  recommendation  made  by  Daniel  M.  Crane  to 
provide  for  his  retirement  from  the  position  of  Executive  Direc- 
tor and  for  the  orderly  transition  in  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  the  Council.  Crane  has  served  as  OCPC  Executive 
Director  since  1972.  The  change  will  become  effective  March  1, 
2001,  when  Crane  will  step  aside  as  Executive  Director  and  turn 
over  the  position  and  the  day  to  day  management  and  opera- 
tion of  the  Council  to  Pasquale  Ciaramella,  presently  Assistant 
Director.  With  the  change,  Crane  will  serve  as  Executive  Direc- 
tor Emeritus  and  be  available  on  a  part  time  basis  to  assist  in 
the  management  of  the  Council  and  to  carryout  special 
projects.  Pat  Ciaramella,  the  Executive  Director  designee  has 
been  with  the  Council  for  23  years  and  has  served  as  Transpor- 
tation Planning  Supervisor  and  Assistant  Director. 

During  his  tenure  with  the  Council,  Crane  has  seen  the 
organization  grow  in  size  and  professional  stature  since  taking 
on  the  position  in  1972.  In  the  29  years  that  Crane  has  been 
Director,  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  has  increased  the  number 
of  member  communities  from  ten  to  fifteen  and  significantly 
increased  its  budget  and  responsibilities.  OCPC  currently  has  a 
professional  staff  of  19  individuals  and  an  annual  operating 
budget  of  over  $1.8  million.  The  Council  is  also  distinctive  in 
being  one  of  only  two  regional  councils  in  New  England  who  are 
designated  as  Area  Agencies  on  Aging.  In  addition,  OCPC  is  also 
designated  as  an  Economic  Development  District  by  the  U.  S. 
Secretary  of  Commerce  and  is  the  Metropolitan  Planning 
Organization  for  Transportation  and  Transit  Planning. 

In  1988  OCPC  acquired  and  renovated  the  historic 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Power  Company  Building  (1883) 
located  at  70  School  Street  in  Brockton  for  its  offices.  OCPC  is 
one  of  only  a  select  few  regional  councils  that  owns  its  own 
building.

Old  Colony  Metropolitan 
Planning  Organization  (MPO) 
approved  and  endorsed  the 
2000  Long  Range  Regional 
Transportation  Plan  at  the 
December  meeting  of  the  MPO. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the 
Intermodal  Surface 
Transportation  Efficiency  Act  of 
1991  (ISTEA)  and 

Transportation  Equity  Act  for  the 
2V'  Century  of  1998  (TEA21), 
each  MPO  is  required  to 
prepare,  update  and  submit  to 
Federal  agencies  a  Long  Range 
Transportation  Plan  every  three 
years. 

The  Plan  identifies  transportation 
project  needs  for  the  next 
twenty-five  years.  It  includes 
information  on  the  Regional 
Profile  (socio-economic  data, 
travel  patterns  and  land  use), 
Regional  Transit  System 
(commuter  rail,  bus,  paratransit, 
park  &  ride,  airport  and  port 
facilities).  Bicycle  and  Pedestrian 
Transportation,  Highway  System 
(short  and  long-range  highway 
and  bridge  projects).  Freight  and 


Goods  Mobility  (Rail  &  Trucking), 
Environmental  Quality  (air  and 
water  quality,  noise).  Financial 
Summary  and  the  relationships 
between  them. 

The  primary  objective  of  this 
Plan  is  to  establish  the 
framework  and  guidelines  for 
decision-makers  to  use  when 
selecting  among  projects, 
programs  and  facilities  that  have 
different  and  sometimes 
conflicting  objectives. 

The  2000  Long  Range  Regional 
Transportation  Plan  will  be 
available  in  February  2001.
